THE PASSING OF A SHRINE 


IT IS difficult to place your finger upon the one thing that has con- 
^ tributed most toward making a nation great. 
So many things enter. 
Ideals, sacrifices, struggles, in fact all the heroics that go to make virility 
and splendor in a people, are from the earliest hour, the forces which, 
sooner or later, make a nation great! 
But in this talk we are to mention but one thing—that little old Red 
School House from which sprang the giants of thought and action which 
have made America, and every other country, who had them, great. 
How many a boy or girl, living today, remembers that sacred insti­ 
tution, often so widely scattered, and to which he or she often had to 
walk many miles to reach! 
One by one they are passing away, to be 
replaced with the modern structures, that are almost colleges to what 
the little old Red School House used to be. 
Perhaps in another decade illiteracy will be a thing of the past. 
With 
the advent of marvelous roads, the automobile, and public buses, impor­ 
tant schools are being placed where the little old Red School House used 
to stand, and the best instructors to be obtained are to be found there. 
In my newspaper today I read of the fact that 30,000 adult men and 
women, many past middle life, are known to be attending illiterate schools, 
established by the Georgia State Department of Education; and the of­ 
ficials of the department state that this amount will be more than doubled 
when all counties have reported. 
This is the work of but a single state. 
Drive over America and Canada and you see fine schools scattered 
here and there, to which anyone may go, most of them supported by the 
state and free to him or her who most desires to learn. 
I have marveled 
at these wonderful buildings, so modern and beautiful, which dot the 
modern state and province. 
Now the school buses, supported by the state, are becoming an insti­ 
tution. 
They gather up the next generation from their very front steps. 
There is little excuse today for ignorance. 
But to the present gen­ 
eration something very sacred arid beautiful is passing into memory.
